| that everyone of you who reads this, plans 
to be on hand at the end of the month when 
the Fifth National Square Dance Convention 
gets called to order in San Diego, California. 
The history of square dancing in this State 
is quite similar to that of other areas all over 
the country. Because our land expanse is spread 
over such a vast number of coastal miles our 
individual areas here in California took to the 
square dance field at different times and in 
various ways. Actually some form of the activ- 
ity has been going on ever since the first pio- 
neer wagons came well over a 100 years ago. 
Dancing of sorts was kept alive in many so- 
cial groups and historical societies. Interna- 
tional folk dance groups kept types of square 
dancing going as part of their program but it 
actually took the second World War to bring 
true Western square dancing into its own. 

With hundreds of thousands of men in the 
armed forces traveling through the central ci- 
ties of this State enroute to overseas destina- 
tions, the problem of morale was a great one. 
U.S.O. officials called on several of the square 
dancers active at that time asking for help. 
Callers and dancers visited the various bases 
teaching the simple squares and couple dances 
and meeting with a tremendous amount of en- 
thusiastic response. 

By the end of the war there were between 
25 and 30 callers active in the State. By 1947 
with many new communities springing up 
everywhere, the number of callers in the South- 
ern California area alone, had risen to almost 
200. In 1948 our two first exclusively square 
dance associations were formed, Dr. Lloyd 
Shaw and his Cheyenne Mountain Dancers 
came to Los Angeles for a series of institutes, 
and Sets in Order Magazine was born, 

Our peak of excitement came in 1950 when 
in July of that year 15,000 plus dancers from 
more than 1,000 clubs in the area gathered in 
Santa Monica for that citys Diamond Jubilee. 
Today's square dancing is no longer a fad. 
There are 10 associations of square dance clubs 
in Southern California alone, organized caller's 
groups, and a round dance teachers association.

Folks seem to enjoy what goes on behind 
the scenes in making a square dance se- 
quence for a movie. Quite a few of you 
wrote in about the article on square danc- 
ing in the motion picture “Gianf’(S.1.0. Feb. 
In the motion picture “Pardners” 


1956). 
square dancing is given a very unique treat- 
ment and for perhaps the first time the 


square dance is a featured scene rather 
than just being an incidental bit of action 
to go along with story line.—Bob Osgood. 


The first time I met Nick was on the set of 
the M-G-M picture “Summer Stock” which 
starred Gene Kelly and Judy Garland. Id 
been called in to give technical advice on the 
square dance scene in this dance-packed musi- 
cal with hundreds of extras, actors and techni 
cians all over the gigantic set. I watched Nick 
put the seemingly disjointed pieces together 
into one smooth working series of scenes. This 
was indeed a great experience for me, for the

movie business, it seems, is the very grand- 
daddy of work under extreme pressure. All this 
was five years ago and I hadn't seen Nick 
Castle until just this last December when I was 
called into Paramount studios to give technical 
advice in the square dance sequences in the 
new Dean Martin and Jerry Lewis comedy 
“Pardners. If I had thought Castle's job was 
a tough one in the earlier film, then Im sure 
this one impressed me as being a real mental 
merry-go-round, 

For this picture there are hundreds of reg- 
ular extras, plus an entire team of dancers—not 
square dancers, mind you, but folks who had 
appeared in such movies as “Oklahoma,” 
“Seven Brides for Seven Brothers,’ etc. As 
choreographer, Nick's job was to blend in more 
than a dozen musical numbers, the dancing, 
the drama action, and of course the endless 
bits of comedy that Martin and Lewis injected 
into the script. My job, Nick explained to me, 
was to provide an authentic series of square 
dance movements that could be worked into 
the one big production number in the picture. 


“I dont want to make the same mistake 
twice, Nick explained to me and to the group 
of dancers on the rehearsal stage. “A few years 
back I did the dances for a movie on the life 
of a famous pioneer. The script called for a 
square dance in one of the scenes and I put 
my best efforts into what turned out to be a 
rather Hollywood version of a Hoedown. I 
didn't just get dozens or even hundreds of let- 
ters. | got thousands from ardent square dance 
fans all over the country suggesting that I por- 
tray their hobby with a bit more care in the 
future. That’s why I want to be sure that these 
scenes are authentic.” 


The three weeks I spent with Nick and the 
dancers and working closely with Dean Mar- 
tin and Jerry Lewis provided me with an un- 
torgettable experience. When you see the pic- 
ture “Pardners” (if they leave the scene in the 
way they shot it) youll witness about seven 
minutes of square dancing such as you've 
never viewed before. Actually, the dancing 
steps and the calls are pretty straight — but 
when you turn Jerry Lewis loose on the center 
of the dance floor and expect him to call while 
in the middle of a Rip ‘n Snort or Texas Star, 
you re in for something unique. 
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Rehearsals are 
held on the sound 
stage day after 
day until every 
movement is 
perfected. 


Finally the scene 
is shot—Jerry 
starts calling from 
the stage, then... 


His calling sheet 
is knocked from 
his hands and 
floats to the 
dance floor. He 
goes after it and 
finally gets it in 
his hands. Then... 


For the balance 
of the dance he’s 
calling while right 

smack in the 

middle of the 
action, including 
figures like “‘Rip 
‘n Snort,’ ‘Texas 

Star, “Texan 

Whirl,” “Dip ‘n 
Dive, ‘Forward 

Six, ete.

For instance, in 
the last issue of Sets in Order we mentioned 
the variations of the “Right and Left Thru, 
the “Grand Right and Left,” the type of prom- 
enade positions and the style change in “Red 
Hot’ as it’s done in California. We also showed 
pictures of the ending to a promenade as done 
in most parts of the State. 

For those of you planning to come to Cali- 
fornia to dance in the clubs, open dances, and 
at the National Convention, here are a few ad- 
ditional differences to check off. 


SWINGS. The closed position in California 
is similar to that of the rest of the nation. Both 
a walk-around and a buzz are done. At the end 
of a swing, if a promenade is called for, the 
man will turn his partner under his raised left 
hand and get into promenade position. How- 
ever, if no promenade is called following a 
swing the man simply “unfolds” his partner 
ready for an allemande left or whatever might 


be called. 


ELBOW SWING. While this figure is still in 


quite a few of the older calls the average dancer 
will immediately take a forearm hold rather 
than the elbow hook. 


DO-PASO. Inasmuch as the people in this 
State use the Northern (sometimes called the 


Western) type of do-si-do the do-paso is used 
to indicate partner left forearm, corner right 
forearm, partner left hand (right hand small 
of her back) and courtesy turn. 


TURN BACKS. 

Meet your honey turn back again. 

Down the river ‘round the bend 
Use either a hand or forearm for a turn to re- 
verse direction. No box the gnat turn is used 
here unless called. 


SETS in ORDER, JUNE, ‘56 


WHEN MY BABY SMILES AT ME 
Record: MacGregor #750-A (With Call). 


Break: 


Do-sa ‘round your corner lady 
Right shoulder back to back. 

Oh, boy! What a baby 

See-saw ‘round your pretty little taw 

Take a bow to Arkansas (corner girl) 

Catch ‘er by the right to a wrong way thar 
Use forearm grip. 

The gents back up in a left hand star (paim star) 

Eight rollaway with a half sashay 

The gals back along in the same old way 
The gents break the star and retaining their 
right forearm grip with their partners, the danc- 
ers walk forward a half turn (CW), then each 
dancer pivots a half turn toward each other. 
The ladies form a right hand (palm star), the 
gents catch their partners’ left arms with a fore- 
arm grip and dancers continue to turn the star. 

Shoot that star like a left allemande 

Your partners right, a right and left grand 
Break the star, move forward (CCW). 

Hand over hand ’till you meet your maid 

Take her hand and promenade 

Promenade that ring 

I’m happy as a king 

When my baby smiles at me. 


Figure: 

One and three, half sashay 

Go up to the middle and back that way 
The gent takes three steps to his right, the lady 
three steps to her left, the gents passing be- 
hind their partners. The head couples then take 
three steps to center of set and return to places. 

Forward again, trail on through 

You turn back on the same old track 
Passing right shoulders, the head couple crosses 
the set, then, as in cross trail, the lady passes 
to her left in front of her partner, the gent to 
the right, and they pivot individually to face 
the center of the set. 

Pass through, split the ring (right shoulders) 

Around one you know (split the sides) 

Star by the left, a left hand star (palm star) 

And to your corners go 

Your corners right, a right hand swing 
Use forearm grip. 

Your partners box the flea 
The ladies execute a left face twirl under the 
gents left arms. 

The gents star right, a right hand star (palm star) 

Go once around you see 

Your partners you will swing 

I‘m happy as a king 

When my baby smiles at me. 

Repeat for the side couples using: 

A right hand star in the center of the set and cor- 
ners a left hand swing 

Partners box the gnat, the ladies star left in the 
center of the set. 

sequence of Dance: Repeat break. Repeat figure 
for heads and sides. 


SETS in ORDER, JUNE, ‘56 


Representative of the best in California call- 
ers is the beloved Fenton (Jonesy) Jones, one 
of the real “greats” in the square dance world. 
Thousands have danced to his records and he 
is responsible for many popular squares, among 
them, “Throw in the Clutch,” “Texas Tornado” 
and the latest, printed herewith, “When My 
Baby Smiles at Me.” Folks remember Jonesy 
not only for the rhythmic delight of his calling, 
but his friendly, ebullient manner. He and his 
pretty wife, Florence, travel widely each year. 

Jonesy is a native of Los Angeles, where, 
back in 1936 he played for old-time dances. 
He still often accompanies his calls on his 
guitar. When it was necessary to have square 
dances on the program, Jonesy hired Ray Lit- 
tlejohn to call them, but a change in Ray's job 
left Jonesy to try the job himself, with Flor- 
ence s urging. 

One day he picked up a copy of Shaw's “Cow- 
boy Dances” and here was a gold mine. Since 
about 1949, Jonesy has been deep in square 
dancing. He has recorded for Imperial, Capitol, 
and MacGregor; he’s staged the dances in four 
movies and several T.V. shows and has been 
a member of the Asilomar faculty for five years. 

Jonesy has seen square dancing bring many 
people together for good, clean entertainment 
and he and Florence are happy to see folks 
making so many new friends this way. They 
truly believe that square dancing has kept 
them young at heart and physically, too, and 
they are extremely proud of the host of friends 
they have made.

Diego, there will be time set aside for highly informative sessions on various phases 
of the square dance activity. Outstanding leaders in their respective fields have been 
invited to head these panels and on these pages we tell you something of what the 
panels will cover. 


Recording for Square and Round Dancing — Doc Alumbaugh, 
Windsor Records 
This panel will include a discussion of trends in square and round dance 
material; mechanics of recording; equipment; balance between music and 
voice; setting and maintaining tempo; processing; pressing; standardization of 
instructions; selection of instruments; distribution; advertising and promotion. 


Caravan and Tour Organization — Motor Caravan — Howard Thornton, 
Oklahoma Caravan 
A double-barrel here, this section offering the development of plans for 
promotion, publicity, and special detailed arrangements for motor caravans 
involving large groups of square dancers. Details of housing, entertainment, 
and travel en route plus reservations, etc., upon arrival. 


Caravan and Tour Organization — Railroad Special — Stan de Walt, 
Northern Pacific Railway 
The second phase of travel taken up during this session will deal with trans- 
portation by rail or bus. Organization of tours, chartering of buses will be dealt 
with as to procedure. 


Convention Operation and Organization — Carl Anderson, National 
Convention Committee 
Among topics to be discussed here are: progress of conventions to present 
date; what dancers and leaders expect of their National Convention; require- 
ments of the host areas as to finances, facilities, and capability and scope of 
organization. 
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Publishers’ Round Table — Doris McCartney, Open Squares Magazine 
This panel will be of interest to everyone who has ever attempted or 
edited a magazine to do basically with square dancing. Informed persons from 
across the country will present ideas to handle problems common to all such 
publications. 


Square Dance Callers’ Forum — Bob Osgood, Sets in Order 

Discussions on this panel will be directed towards those who have been 
calling for 50 years, to those just beginning to call, to those who would like to 
learn to call, and to anybody who has the slightest interest in the aforesaid art.

Association Activities — Roy McDonald, Associated Square Dancers 
A six-point discussion here: (1) “Why” an AssociationP; (2) Structure and 
delegation of authority and duties; (3) Special events, why and how to do 
them; (4) Political aspect of association and its position of influence in the 
community; (5) Promotions, means and results; (6) Legal aspects, incorpo- 
ration, insurance, etc. 


Formation and Handling of Square Dance Classes—Bob Ruff, Whittier, Cal. 

On this panel will be several persons from across country who have had 
successful classes. They will have digested a list of specific problems and ques- 
tions on classes and will be prepared to answer them, The meeting will then 
be open for further discussion and idea exchange. 


Camp Leaders’ Discussion Group — Jay Orem, Asilomar Institute 

This panel, new to Convention programs, will deal with organizational and 
programming problems pertinent to square dance camps and institutes. It will 
be directed toward leaders in the camps and will offer helptul advice slanted 
to specific needs of these leaders. 


Club Officers and Activities — Fred Kennedy, Past-President 
No. California Dancers’ Assn. 

Some of the points taken up here will be (1) How to organize a square 
dance club, involving what officers are needed, their duties, committees nec- 
essary, etc. (2) How to have a party night, big open dance, various related 
activities, 


Caller-Music Relationships — Jack Barbour, of the Rhythm Rustlers 

Both callers and musicians from a wide area will be active on this panel, 
which will operate so that each member has 10 minutes on one phase of the 
subject. The balance of the time will be for discussion on items such as feasi- 
bility of working with certain types of hoedowns, and keys on singing calls.

Record: Windsor #7449 (78 rom, with calls), #7149 (78 rpm, instrumental). 
Caller Robby Robertson, Seattle, Wash. 


Music: By The Sundowners Band. 

Opener, Middle Break and Closer: 

Circle eight, ‘way down south to Old Dixie... 

Break and trail, back along that Swanee shore... 

Walk all around your corner, with your partner box the gnat 

Grand right and left the wrong way ‘round, ‘til you meet her comin’ back. 

When you meet, Box the gnat there with your sweetie... 

Do-sa-do, then promenade her home... 

*Do you walk two-by-two? Do you swing her? ‘Deed you do 

Way down in Dixieland where you belong... 
All join hands, circle left. Release hands and walk single file CCW back to home 
pos. Walk all around corners, give R hand to partner and exchange pos by 
“boxing the gnat.’’ Do a reverse grand right and left, gents moving CW and 
ladies moving CCW. On meeting partner across set, again box gnat, do-sa-do, 
then promenade back to home pos. 


Figure: 

Gents — you star by the right, go to your corner... 

Left allemande, go twice around — now “Alamo” (hold tight) 

You balance forward, balance back, your partner do-sa-do 

Now swing ‘em on the corner, swing ‘er Joe — ‘til you can’t swing no more. 

Do a left allemande with your new corner .. . 

Promenade... Magnolia, take her home... 

*Oh, do you strut your stuff? Do you swing ‘em? Shore ‘nuff 

Way down in Dixieland where you belong... 
Gents star right in center, walk CW full around set to corner, join left hands 
(handclasp hold) with corner and turn twice around. Retain left hands with 
corner, join right hands with partner as in “Alamo Style,” making circle with 
gents facing center and ladies facing out. Balance fwd, balance back, release 
both hands and do-sa-do partner. All swing corners, who become new partners, 
allemande left new corners, promenade new partners back to M’s home pos. 
Repeat figure. Repeat opener for middle break. Repeat figure. Repeat figure. 
Repeat opener for closr. 
*Suggestions for alternate promenade patter; 

Do you laugh? Do you sing? Will you take her home and swing? 

You can laugh, you can love, you can swing ‘neath stars above 

Promenade, take her back. . . to your tumbledown old shack 


Promenade sweet Georgia Brown, take her home and settle down

thought it would be fun to find out, so 
we talked to the three California gals featured 
on this page. All excellent callers, they are en- 
joyed and respected and you Convention visi- 
tors will have the pleasure of meeting and 
dancing to them at San Diego. This is what 
they have to say... 


SYLVIA CONKLE - El Cajon, Calif. 

Actually, the desire to conquer “mike fright” 
prompted me to become a caller. I was an off- 
cer in a square dance club for the first time, 
and dreaded to make my report over the mike. 
Dell Lake, a friend who was just starting to 
call, suggested that I practice speaking over a 
mike at his house. A group of us met one eve- 
ning and Dell handed me the call, “Down Yon- 
der.” It didn’t sound so good and that mike 
seemed to have the biggest teeth! Anyway, that 
started it, and I find myself doing what I dearly 
love. 

There are many qualifications a lady caller 
should possess, but the one that stands out in 
my mind as a “must” is a strong, deep, clear 
voice. Without this quality I believe a woman 
should never consider calling. 

All of square dancing is fun for me, but the 
greatest single satisfaction is the knowledge 
that, as a caller, | am able to extend pleasure 
to so many people. I definitely do not think it 
is still a “man’s calling world.” At present we 
have five lady callers in our association and 
each one of these girls is doing a beautiful job, 
pulling in just as large a crowd as any of the 
men, 


RUTH GRAHAM - Castro Valley, Calif. 

To tell the truth, I dont think I ever wanted 
to be a square dance caller—as such. You see, 
I was teaching folk and square dancing and 
used recorded calls for the squares: I would 
listen to the records and take the whole thing 
down in shorthand in order to be able to walk 
the people thru the squares. Then I would put 
the record on and they would dance them. It 
was Buzz Glass who kept encouraging me to 
try calling the squares, saying it would be so 
much easier to teach them that way. I guess 
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cee ead

my husband, Dud, is right when he says I was 
more or less backed into calling. If anyone had 
told me then that I would be doing what I 
am now, I think I would have been scared out 
completely. 

I still feel that my greatest satisfaction comes 
from teaching altho’ I enjoy all of the square 
dance activity that comes my way. Prime req- 
uisite for a lady caller? Probably a pleasant, 
clear voice. 

My opinion is that it is indeed still a “man’s 
calling world.” A lady caller has two strikes 
against her before she ever opens her mouth— 
probably because everyone has made up his 
mind what she will sound like before she ever 
does open it. 


OSA MATHEWS - Redlands, Calif. 

My husband and sister dared me into be- 
coming a caller. They didnt really think I 
would get up in public and call a dance. I 
guess I surprised them a lot, and, me, too! 

My biggest satisfaction is teaching begin- 
ners to dance and watching their faces light up 
when they really get the “feel” of it. One other 
wonderful thing to me is the super people 
you meet in the square dance program. I guess 
I just love people! 

A lady caller should have a low voice and 
one that is easy to understand. 

Competition with men callers? No. The rea- 
son for this definite “No is that I think no 
caller has competition with another if, (1) they 
teach beginner classes; (2) they have their own 
way of calling and are not copying some other 
successful caller's style; (3) they are patient, 
kind, and friendly with their dancers and fel- 
low callers. However, since there are still so 
many more fine men callers than women call- 
ers, I think it is still a “mans calling world.” 
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e Neighborhood Squares met at the home of 
the Herb Phillips’ for a spaghetti dinner and 
meeting on April 13. At the meeting it was voted 
to invite teen-age square dancers to dance with 
the club at half-price.

HIGHLIGHTS FROM KERN COUNTY 
By Louise Calderwood 


On October 7, 1951, the Kern County square 
dancers decided to form an association with the 
view in mind of organizing square dance clubs 
and correlating their problems similar to the As- 
sociated Square Dance Assn. Walt Hessenflow 
was president of A-Square-D at that time and 
offered a good deal of help towards the plan- 
ning. The first meeting was held at the home of 
Ken UpdeGraf, B Square caller, who made some 
excellent suggestions, as did Dean Markham. By- 
laws were drawn up and Markham was selected 
to be the first President. 

Members included all recognized square dance 
clubs and were represented thru one delegate 
and one alternate, only one of whom was al- 
lowed a vote, per club. Ken acted as advisor at 
several meetings but could not participate active- 
ly as paid callers could not be members.

National Convention in San Diego and may be 
contacted at any time for information, as can the 
others mentioned.

Originally it promoted dances once a 
month but the need for that activity disappeared 
with the advent of so many club dances. Mem- 
bership does not depend on club activity. This 
organization is also the sponsor of Square Dance 
Where?, which is the magazine of the area and 
a good example of the tremendous growth of 
dancing here. It has been a gradual but healthy 
growth and thru sensible leadership has been 
basically a friendly one. 
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SAN DIEGO REPORTS

In November of 1949 a group of San Diego 
dancers and callers formed what is the Square 
Dance Association of San Diego County. This as- 
sociation was re-organize in May, 1953, to in- 
clude dancers only, and they adopted a new set 
of By-Laws to govern their organization. It was 
felt that the dancers could better work out their 
problems in this way. The functions of the asso- 
ciation are to promote harmony between the 
many clubs, to help solve problems, and impart 
square dance information. 


A by-product of the San Diego Association and 
an important one, is the annual Fiesta de la 
Cuadrilla held in the fall, attendance now ap- 
proaching the 5000 mark. With the experience 
gained from 5 successful years of Fiesta work, 
our bid for the Fifth National Convention was 
oresented and accepted. Needing an experienced 
Chairman for this event, we chose our then presi- 
dent, Bud Dixon. An organization was immedi- 
ately set up and committees formed to handle 
the planning of the National. It seemed a natural 
for Balboa Park with its many picturesque build- 
ings for dancing situated close to all facilities to 
be chosen as the site of the National. 

Square dancing in San Diego is undergoing 
vital growing pains with the many new clubs, 
new callers and new dancers that must be fitted 
into the picture. The number of clubs in San 
Diego has doubled in the last two years. Each 
association round-up seems to have a greater air 
of expectancy as Convention time draws nearer. 
At our “Third Saturday” dance on April 21 we 
finally tucked under our belts what we consider 
a mighty good dance in the Federal Building with 
more than 500 dancers present. Host clubs were 
the Wagon Wheelers and Boots and Bustles, and 
music was by the Square Notes. Highlight of the 
evening was a “demo” by the San Diego Wheel- 
acades, skillful wheelchair dancers. 


Convention visitors are to be welcomed by the 
Jeans and Calico and Spinning Wheel Clubs of 
San Diego who will co-sponsor a Trail-End Dance 
on June 21, at Ocean Beach Community Center. 
Caller is Dale Durbin, and the dance is free to 
Conventioneers....All are also welcome to the 
Tratl-End Dance on June 21 at Recreation Center, 
Ath & Parkway, Chula Vista. MC will be Bud 
Blakey. 


Spinning Wheel Squares will long remember 
two great dances in April — one with 14 squares 
on the 13th with Huff ‘n’ Puffers as guests, and 
the other on the 20th, our Third Anniversary 
when Doris Limpus gave a terrific Historian's 
Report saluting charter members and a host of 
loyal workers. 


ASSOCIATED SQUARE DANCERS 


Probably one of the most fabulous square 
dance associations in the country and certainly 
one of the largest, is the Associated Square Danc- 
ers of Southern California. Formed in 1948 when 
the height of the fever sizzlied Los Angeles, A- 
oquare-D, as it is endearingly hyphenated, has 
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endured smoke and flame thru the years and 
emerged as a well-organized, widespread organ- 
ization. When so many clubs from so many areas 
came in as members, A-Square-D deemed it wise 
to divide into 5 districts, reaching as far away as 
Santa Barbara, Bakersfield, and Bishop. Each dis- 
trict has its director, who works closely with the 
official governing board of the association; each 
district puts on spring and fall dances of high 
calibre, usually featuring callers who call mainly 
in that district, although that rule is not hard and 
fast, 

The association in its larger sense presents a 
Fali dance at the glamorous Holiywood Palladium 
and summer festivities culminate in the popular 
Catalina Holiday at that famed rendezvous, an 
event which attracts some 2000 dancers. The num- 
ber of member-clubs in the association is at this 
point uowards of 150. Not only concerned with 
presenting various dance affairs, A-Square-D also 
attempts to keep tab on the entire square dance 
situation among its clubs, watching the trends to 
forestall any event or circumstance which might 
tend to mar the square dance activity as a whole. 
First president was Dale Garrett, now a resident 
of Santa Barbara; current president is Roy Mc- 
Donald of North Hollywood. 
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FOR WHEN YOU'RE NOT DANCING 

California is full of wondrous sights and when 
you Convention visitors come out, be sure to 
leave a leetle time out from your dancing to 
enjoy them. 

In Southern California, you'll want to see some 
of the historical spots around San Diego; Ra- 
mona’s Marriage Place, the Mission, the old Span- 
ish Lighthouse in Cabrillo Park.

WESTERN ASSOCIATION 

The Western Square Dance Association is a 
non-profit association of square dance clubs in 
the San Gabriel Valley area. It was formed early 
in 1948 by a group of square dancers who fore- 
saw the growth which square dancing was to 
enjoy as a recreational activity and realized the 
value of co-ordinated effort in providing the fa- 
cilities and surroundings for the maximum enjoy- 
ment of the pastime. Since the association was 
organized, nine others have been formed in 
Southern California. Representatives from the ten 
associations meet every three months in a Coun- 
cil of Associations to further co-ordinate square 
dancing activities of the Southern California area. 

Western Association is governed by a Board 
of nine couples elected by a General Committee. 
The General Committee consists of a representa- 
tive from each member ciub.

Western has never charged 
member clubs annual dues since the proceeds 
from the semi-annual Jamborees have provided 
the funds necessary to operate the association 
and publicize square dancing in the San Gabriel! 

The members of the Western Board, par- 
ticularly the members designated for this work, 
are always available to assist dancers with sug- 
gestions regarding the organization and opera- 
tion of clubs.

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SAN JOAQUIN VALLEY MEMO

Square dancing, as we know it today, got its 
start in this area as a small part of the folk dance 
program in adult education night classes. There 
were no local callers and all dancing was done 
to records of tne era. The oniy person io show 
any interest in calling was a schoolboy, Buster 
Brown, as he was called then. He is now the 
talented and busy Buzz Brown of San Diego. 

In 1949 it became known that we also had 
other callers in the Valley — Earl Johnson being 
active in Merced County and Hunter Crosby in 
Tulare County. Interest in calling was stirred by 
callers visiting in the area and developed some 
of our present callers; Tom Wright, Bernie Ward, 
Bill Richardson, Bob Baker, Francis Monnier, Red 
Leming, and Gordon Glidden. To these have been 
added newer callers; ‘Dingie’’ Wheeler, Mack 
Slatten, Cleo Harden, Woody Melton, Duane 
Wamsley, Dick Sears, and still more are up and 
coming, Probably the area’s best known caller, 
Bruce Stotts, had been calling in Bakersfield be- 
fore he came here. 

The Central California Callers’ Assn. was or- 
ganized on July 19, 1950, in order to promote 
American rounds and square dancing. This organ- 
ization sponsored some benefit dances in its early 
years, notably the polio doll dance, and at pres- 
ent publishes a monthly magazine, The Centra! 
California Caller. 
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In late 1952, the Valley Associated Square 
Dancers was formed to further American square 
and round dnacing from the dancers’ viewpoint. 
The VASD hosted the first Convention in Feb- 
ruary, 1954, to consolidate the state’s bid for the 
National Convention in California. This was such 
a successful affair that the VASD hosted two 
more Conventions. VASD also sponsored begin- 
ners classes during its first years. 

Present square dancing is almost entirely in 
clubs, most of them open to guests, with special 
dances occasionally, frequently with well-known 
traveling callers. National Convention visitors can 
call either my wife, Virgie, or me, at 7-8959 
(Fresno) and we will be happy to locate a dance, 
dancer, or place to “sightsee”’ for you. 

Fresno County Centennial Dance, sponsored by 
the Whirlaways on April 21 was a huge ball with 
600 dancers coming from the extreme reaches of 
our valley. Lee Helsel and Bruce Stotts called a 
wonderful dance, using local live music. Midway 
in the dance nice door prizes were won by 
Bernie Ward, Bethal Thomason, Dick Francis, Cart

Dedicated to improving square dancing in 
California, the South Coast Association of Square 
Dance Clubs, was formed in 1949 under the 
leadership of the first president Tim Oltman. 
Growing year by year, foundations of the organ- 
ization were laid down by the following past 
presidents: R. H. Stork, 1950, Charles B. Keesey, 
1951: Jack Pitts, 1952. In 1953, under the direc- 
tion of Al Wisehart, SCA was at last large enough 
to be recognized as a leading force in the square 
dance picture in Southern California. At this time 
plans were first formulated for the ‘Square Dance 
For Life.” This benefit dance for the City of Hope 
in Duarte, California was held during the term of 
office of our immediate past president, George 
Peek. As a result of his labors and those of many 
square dancers on the local scene, we were able 
to present the City of Hope with over $6,000 
with which to purchase a laboratory for research 
on Luekemia. We were ably assisted in this 
project by the Paramount Rotary Club. 


Our present president, Bill Tickell, is continu- 
ing to follow the dedicated aim of SCA. Under 
his leadership, SCA has bid for the 1957 State 
Square Dance Convention. We are very happy 
that we have been accepted as the hosts for this 
affair, sponsored by the Square Dance Associa- 
tions of California. The convention will be held 
in March at Long Beach Municipal Auditorium. 

At this writing SCA is busily presenting a sam- 
ple of square dancing to the thousands of people 
attending the Long Beach Hobby Show. Continu- 
ing the good offices of Mae Tickell, who organ- 
ized our first Hobby Show participation in 1954, 
and was again chairman in 1955, Fay Humphrey, 
our Historian, is this year’s chairman of the popu- 
lar square dance exhibit at the Hobby Show.

COW COUNTIES ACCOUNTS

Our most recent event was the Third Annual 
Benefit for Casa Colina Home for Crippled Chil- 
dren, for which we garnered $1002.30, Our 
General Board Meetings each month are traveling 
Hoedowns, with a pot-luck dinner and dance 
following the meeting. These popular events are 
hosted by various Cow Counties clubs. The next 
will be in Barstow, and will include, besides the 
meeting and dance, a tour of the old mining 
ghost town, Calico. On May 30, the Cow Coun-

Join your hands and form a ring 

Circle to the left like everything 

First old couple rip and snort 

Down the center and cut ‘em off short 

Lady go gee and gent go haw 

First gent arch, first lady under 

Turn to the left and go like thunder 
First gent forms an arch with his corner, first lady ducks thru, turns left, and 
pulls the line thru. 

Pull ‘em all thru, turn inside out 

Circle up eight with the sunny side out. 


Use one of the following: 


1. Head gents break and you circle four 
Once around and a little bit more 
Same gents break and you circle eight. 

All are now in pos. 


2. California Twirl and face the set 
Heads trail thru — allemande left 
Right to mother, right and left grand. 


3. All four couples, here’s what you do 
California Twirl, then right and left thru 
Turn ‘em around like you always do 
Head couples only, trail thru 
Corners all, left allemande 
Right to mother, right and left grand. 


4. Heads turn in to a right hand star 
Sides turn around right where you are, individually 
Heads take your corner with the arm around 
Star promenade all arond the town 
Heads back out and you form a ring 
Circle to the left like everything 
All four gents go forward and back 
Trail thru and around just one 
Now forward eight and back you go 
Forward again and pass thru 
Gents turn back to a right hand star 
Go once and a half from where you are 
Turn your corner like a left allemande 
Right to mother, right and left grand. 


5. Heads to the center back to back 
Sides divide on the outside track go one quarter only 
Swing your opposite, face the set 
Right and left thru with the ones you met with head couples 
Opposite left like a left allemande original corner, facing you 
Right to mother, right and left grand.

13-16 Step, Swing, —; Step, Pivot Lift, —; Waltz Bwd, 2, Close; Step, Touch, —; 
Repeat meas 9-12 traveling in RLOD; step on L ft, swing R ft fwd; step on 
R, release handholds, pivot 2 L-face (W, R-face) to face in LOD, at the same 
time lift L ft from floor, join inside hands (M’s R and W’‘s L); traveling in 
RLOD, but still facing LOD, waltz bwd 3 steps (LRL); step bwd R, touch L 
beside R. End facing partner, butterfly pos, M’s back to COH. 

17-20 Side, Behind, Side; In Front, Side, Behind; Step, Draw, —; Step, Draw, —; 
Step to the side on L, behind on R, to the side on L; in Tront on R, side on 
L, and behind on R; step to the side on L and draw R to L; step again to the 
side on L and draw R fo L. 

21-24 Repeat meas 17-20 starting M's R and traveling in RLOD.
